Pne only consolation which they have 
after their overwhelming defeat is the 
reflection that the Unionist majority 
is so large as to be unmanageable, 
and Joseph Chamberlain,

whom tbey bate, cannot dictate the 
government's policy and may some 
time head a revolt against Lord Salis- 
bury and Baifour. This conclusion 
leaves oat of account the fact that 
Chamberlain is something more than 
an adroit political organizer and elec- 
tion campaigner. He is a statesman 
of lucidity of mind and creative en- 
ergy and represents Ideas as well as 
votes. Even with its great majority, 
the Salisbury government can hardly 
afford to dispense with the services of 
tbe leader who is now the brain of the 
Tory democracy. 


Tbe efforts of Unionist journals to 


forecast the policy or the government 
have scarcely left a ripple on the stag- 
nant waters of politics. Every one 
knows instinctively that the financial 
votes will be easily obtained when 
Parliament re assembles for the fort- 
night's session, and nothing else will 
be done. Tbe Unionist program will 
not be disclosed until February. 
Lord Salisbury never has been accus- 
tomed to allow any minister to dic- 
tate policies to his government, nor 
to saner tbe party press to anticipate 
his own decisions. Tbe Prime Min- 
ister, with a majority of over 150 be- 
hind him, can be depended upon to 
conduct his own administration and 
to lead his party without much assist- 
ance from prophetic journals. 


IrUh Outlook Gloomy. 


The Irish members, who have alight* 
ly increased their representation in 
Parliament, are taking an optimistic 
view of tbe situation. Justin Mc- 
Carthy is not downcast nor disheart- 
ened, but is encouraged by the con 
stancy of Ireland to the borne rule 
cause. 


Timothy Healy's Dublin organ ad- 
vocates a return to the original lines 
of Irish policy This may be the sign 
of a coming alliance between Red- 
mond aud Healy, based not upon 
Gladstone's bill, but upon a more radi- 
cal measure of Irish independence. 
Justin McCarthy has issued a call 


for a full meeting of tbe Irish party 
on tbe opening day of tbe new parlia- 
ment, wben Timothy Healy'a re-elec- 
tion will be dealt with. Healy has a 
following of twenty members, and if 
he should secede from the majority of 
the party and unite with the Bed- 
mood split, it would leave the Nation- 
alists with fifty members as against 
thirty. The outlook for Ireland in 
the face of these dissension is gloomy 
indeed. 


Hancock'* Tomb Opened 


BOSTON, Aug. 3—Workmen prepar- 


ing for the foundation of the state 
monument to John Hancock in the 
Old Granary burying ground, opened 
the tomb, disclosing for tbe first time 
in more than a century tbe coffin of 
the famous signer of the Declaration 
of Independence. It was a zinc coffin 
with this inscription: 
"John Hancock, born January 23, 


1737, died October 8, 1793. John 
George Washington Hancock, died 
January 27, 1787, aged 9 years." 
The letters are perfectly plain and 
tbe copper plate nntatnlsbed. The 
second name on the plate shows un- 
doubtedly that the body of a son of 
John Hancock was also placed in the 
coffin.

'TIS NOTHING SERIOUS. 


Sickness at Quarantine Station 


Starts Bad Rumors. 


The death of two Chinamen at 


the quarantine station during the 
past week gave rise to a rumor 
about town yesterday that cholera 
had broken out among the 300 
Chinese who came to the country 
on the Belgic. 


Minister Smith was seen last 


evening and stated that it was true 
that two men had died of bowel 
complaint and that one or two of 
the Belgic's passengers were sick 
enough to require the attention of 
a physician, but there was absolute- 
ly nothing to indicate that the sick- 
ness was due to pholera or any 
disease of a contagious nature. 
One of the men died of dysentery 
and the other of cholera-morbus. 


Owing to the fact that Belgic 


passengers came from China, they 
had been kept under the most care- 
ful surveillance, although Hong- 
kong, the port from which they 
sailed, is not an infected port. 
Only physicians and Board of 
Health officers 
are allowed to 


visit the 
station 
and 
Jack 


Lucas and Charlie Weatherwax 
who went to the station last 
week were required to remain 
pending the report of the physi- 
cians. A careful diagnosis has 
been made of each case by the 
physicians of the Board and thus 
far not a single symptom of cholera 
has been discovered. The term of 
quarantine will be extended till 
all signs of sickness have disap- 
peared. 


It is not unusual for forms of 


bowel complaint to break out 
among the steerage passengers dur- 
ing quarantine owing to the change 
in diet and the propensity to fill 
up on fruits and food sent in by 
friends from tbe city. 
The illness 


in the present case is attributed to 
this cause.

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Agitation of the Japanese Problem 


No Cause for Alarm. 


IN H A W A I I A N I8LANUB. 


Japan U Hot Sfovr and Never Has Been 


an Overpopulotocl Country—Cause of 
tbeir Emigration to the Islands—No 
nanctr of thelrGolng to I'alted states 


There appears to be just now a great 


deal of agitation in California with 
reference to tbte alleged Importation of 
Japanese contract laborers. 


Press dispatches state that the belief 


has arisen that the Japanese question 
will soon become as pronounced an 
issue on the Pacific coast as the per- 
plexing Chinese problem, and that it 
is apparent that the influx of Japanese 
laborers, if actually pe> ding, will, to a 
greater or less extent, affect every 
other section of the country, as they 
will be distributed from San Francisco 
to all the fruit and agricultural dis- 
tricts, where their services can be 
made available. 


There would be manifest impro- 


priety in the public discussion by one 
officially connected with the Japanese 
government of a question of this kind 
if it were actually pending. But that 
can hardly be said to be the case. 


Neither the question itself nor the 


agitation to which it has given rise is 
new, and neither has as yet produced 
anything more serious than that spe- 
cies of spasmodic agitation 
which 


arises on the Pacific coast whenever 
anything in the nature of Oriental 
immigration is under consideration. 
There might be some excuse for this 
agitation if it were founded upon any 
real knowledge of Japan and her 
people. As the case stands, it is based 
upon hypotheses BO manifestly and 
absurdly untrue that it is difficult to 
treat them seriously. 


China and Japan are Different. 


China is a vast empire, having an 


overcrowded population, with whom 
the struggle for a bare existence is so 
strenuous that any change is welcome. 
It has always been easy to get Chinese 
in any number to go anywhere, and 
to do any kind of work, if there is 
only the remotest prospect of Improv- 
ing tlieir condition. They accept Hard- 
ship, ill treatment and pay that would 
be scorned by any other class of labor- 
ers, because the worst abroad is, as an 
almost invariable rule, an improve- 
ment upon the best they can find at 
home. 
With Japan and the Japanese the 


case is different. Japan is not now 
and never has been an overpopulated 
country. Nor have the conditions of 
life even for the humblest ever been 
so bard as to make an exodus of any 
considerable part of the population 
either welcome or necessary. Wages 
are as a rule, comparatively low, but 
the cost of living is low also, while 
the multiplication and growth of 
numberless new industries, which 
have been such a marked feature of 
Japan's progress during the past thirty 
years, have afforded a remunerative 
field for surplus labor. 
In the present agitation in Califor- 


nia concerning the evils to be appre- 
hended from Japanese immigration 
the danger of the ingress of Japanete 
laborers from the Hawaiian Islands 
has a prominent place. A pres<* dis- 
patch stales that a contractor at Hono 
lulu has signified bis willingness and 
his ability to supply California fruit 
rancbers and farmers with any amount 
of Japanese labor at a very Jow price, 
if tbe laws against contract labor can 
be avoided. The value "of this state- 
ment can be judged best by a descrip- 
tion of the nature and extent of Jap- 
anese emigration to Hawaii. 


Japanese Emigration. 


It should be stated, by way of pre- 


face, that before Japan entered into 
treaty relations wi th western powers 
all Japanese were forbidden by law, 
on penalty of death in case of infrac- 
tion, to go to foreign countries. This 
was in accordance with the policy of 
seclusion which kept Japan immured 
from foreign intercourse, except under 
the moat stringent restrictions, for 
nearly three centuries. After the con- 
clusion of the first foreign treaties, 
and especially after the restoration of 
1868, this policy was changed, but not 
so as to admit of the free and uutram: 
meled emigration of Japanese to for- 
eign countries. TrjH government still 
retained tbe power to restraiu tbe peo- 
ple from leaving tbe country in large 
numbers, exacting that, every Japan- 
ese subject who went, abroad should 
be provided with a pa.-wport aerord- 
ing the requisite permission. Ko far 
as regarded traveling for pleasure, for 
bueines* or for study, this restriction 
was a mere formality. It did, how- 
ever, act as an effectual bar to any- 
thing like the establishment of a ny«- 
tem of "coolie" emigration, and this 
undoubtedly was the object of the law. 


.rapane*e In Hawaii. 


The emigration of Japanese laborers 


to Hawaii was the result of a desire on 
the part of the Hawaiian government 
to get rid of Chinese labor. The pret- 
ence of a large number o( Chinese In 
the islands was considered a danger- 
ous menace to their well being, and 
as lonp: auo as the early seventie« an 
(•arm-tit effort, was mad« to secure Jd|>- 
anecie laborers. 
For some time the 


Japanese government refused tr< listen 
to any mirh propositions, but finally 
an arraofff nimt wiv- maiie tiy which 
.Jupane^f laborer1- could tin to Hawaii. 
ThiH arrangement wns, however, as 
totally rliHVrent f r o m anything l i k e 
coolie emigration

It was possible 
for them at any time to release them- 
selves upon sufficient cause from their 
voluntarily assumed obligations, and 
In no case was I ardsbip or oppression 
possible. Under Hie plan of supervis- 
ion and control, ably devised and car- 
ried out with the utmost care, tbe ex- 
periment han had a wonderful success, 
and has resulted in mutual profit and 
satisfaction to the Hawaiian planter 
and the Japanese laborer. 


Would Not Uo to Amerion 


It seems unnecessary to point out 


that this state of things is essentially 
unique, and that it could not occur 
except under the peculiar conditions 
which prevail in tbe Hawaiian Isl- 
ands. The Japanese who go to Ha- 
waii are picked men, and a certain 
proportion of their wives and families 
accompany them. The men, as a 
rule, are small farmers or farm labor- 
ers, who desire to earn enough to pay 
their debts, to buy more land, or in 
other ways to Improve their condi- 
tion at borne. When the time of 
their service is ended they either re- 
turn to Japan or re-engage for a fur- 
ther term with the planters. They 
have not set out on a roving mission, 
but, as a general rule, upon a specific 
purpose. There is only the slightest 
likelihood, at least in the great ma- 
jority of cases, of their going to tbe 
United States and there becoming a 
menace to domestic labor. The Ha 
waiian planters would In any case be 
able to offer them inducements as 
tempting as any to be found in tbe 
United States. Labor is an article of 
prime importance in the Hawaiian 
Islands, especially so under the pecul- 
iar conditions wbich at present pre- 
vail there, and it is only reasonable to 
suppose that the planter will use 
every effort to prevent the diversion 
of skilled labor. It is equally fair to 
surmise that his 
efforts 
will be 


seconded 
by the 
officials of 
his 


own government, as well as by the 
Japanese official whose duty it is to 
promote the welfare of their country- 
men in Hawaii. There can be no such 
thing as coercion in either case, for 
the laborers are free agents in all es- 
sentials; but, on the other band, all 
the facts combine to prove that the 
islands can never become a half-way 
depot, as it were, for the shipment of 
contract labor to the United States. 


If, therefore, any contractor, so call- 


ed, In Hawaii has offered to provide 
such labor he is evidently trading up- 
on 
the 
credulity of those 
with 


whom he deals, or—and this seems 
much more probable—some over-zeal- 
ous official has discovered a veritable 
mare's nest.

PLOT 


Like Any Other Foreign >atlon. 


So far as regards the emigration of 


any portion of her laboring population 
to the United States, Japan stands 
precisely upon the same (noting aaany 
other foreign nation. This country 
has its laws regarding tbe importation 
of contract and other labor, tbe forc3 
and validity of wbicb every other 
state is necessarily bonnd to recognize. 
In accordance with those laws tbe sub- 
jects and citizens of numerous foreign 
countries—Italians, Russians, Japan- 
ese and others—have been 
turded 


away from tbe shores of the United 
Slates. This is right and proper, for 
it is entirely within tbe province ol 
every independent state to control its 
domestic affairs in its own way. But 
it is neither juat nor polite to make 
any discrimination in tbe applicatioi 
of such restrictions, or to be spurrec 
into an exhibition of superfluous zea 
through the apprehension of a purely 
imaginary danger. Happily, tbe cir 
cumstauces of t< e present case do nol 
warrant tbe belief that there will be 
such a result as this, or that there will 
be need of recourse to any other or 
more stringent measures than are pro 
vided by the terms of existing laws. 


So far as Japan is concerned, the 


government has conclusively shown 
that it bast no desire to countenance 
tbe infraction of tbe laws of other 
nations in this regard by making reg- 
ulations wbich provide, among other 
things, tuat uo Japanese shall emi 
grate to a country where bis coming 
would be in violation of law. This 
stipulation of itself migbt well be re- 
garded as a satisfactory quietus to 
tbose visionary fears to which the 
problematical dangers of Japanese Im 
migration have given rise.—D. W

"The active agent of the conspir- 


ators is W. P. Morrow, a native of 
Connecticut, aged 31, and, he says, 
recently a resident of Grass Valley. 
He is still in San Francisco, under 
surveillance, so that the federal 
authorities can get him if they care 
bo do so. 


"It was easy to see what this 


meant. The 90,000 people referred 
to comprise the royalist and native 
population of tbe Hawaiian Isl- 
ands. The 5000 are the people 
who are loyal to tbe Dole Republic. 


"Seven hundred troops stand for 


the uniformed regulars and militia 
who are between the republic and 
its enemies. The coffee and fruit 
land is either the vast domain for- 
merly known as Crown lands and 
susceptible of coffee and fruit culti- 
vation, or the estates which the 
revolutionists of January last pro 
posed to confiscate from the defeat- 
ed foes of the monarchy—the men 
who own ^27,000,000 ou^of $34, 
000,000 worth of island property. 


The advertisement which ied to 


the discovery of the filibustering 
scheme, appeared in the S. F. Ex- 
aminer of July 30th. It reads: 


"Tlmbermen and hunters to escorl 


prospecting party; good pay to good 
men; state age; fare $16. Address 
box 1259, Examiner office." 


An answer to the above adver 


tisernent brought 
the following 


type-written rtply: 


"We want men (or an expedition In 


which there will probably be some 
flghtiug in the interest of 90,000 peo- 
ple, 
with less than 6000 to oppose 


them. Only a small organized body 
to beat 
not 
exceeding 700, who 


amount to only little as soldiers 
being newly recruited and offlcerec 
by civilians without capacity or dis 
cipline. 
"Pay will be $25 and upward per 


montn, according to what you can do 
also a grant of enough fruit or coffee 
land in bearing to fix you for life 
You will have to furnish rifle and 
ammunition. If prospects suit you 
answer and a meeting can be arrang- 
ed. Box 1259, Examiner office." 


The headquarters of the filibus 


tering expedition has been at 71; 
Bush street, a dingy, flat-frontet 
boarding-house. There the agen' 
of the conspirators has been re 
ceiving day and night, a motle] 
company of men, who came in 
response to his cautiously worded 
advertisements published in this 
city and elsewhere. 


Morrow admitted 
last 
night 


when he was forced into a corner 
and told that the game was up, 
that he had been engaging men to 
go to Hawaii and overturn the lit- 
tle republic, tie told bow tbe 
thing was to be accomplished and 
stated plainly who tbe men were 
behind the bcenes. 
Among them 


ho enumerated one of the exiled 
Aehfords, and be declared that 
Rudolph Spreckels was the man 
with money who was backing the 
project. 


SpreckeLs, be said, had already 


concealed a large number of rifles 
in the island of Maui, so that they 
would be ready when the filibusters 
reached the islands. 


In an interview Morrow said : 
"The scheme ia to restore the 


Queen of the Satidwich islands to 
her throne. 
We will enli~t 200 to 


400 men from here ai.d take a sail- 
ing veeeel from this port within ten 
days to two wee.kn 


"It w i l l take about $16 to buy 


the necessary outfit of clothes and 
ammunition, arm?, etc.

erty in the islands and the proposi- 


1 lion is that if tbe expedition is sue- 


repflful to difitrihuto the captured 


j property to tbe adherents and send

"The standing urmy consists of 


120 men and forty oflioere, beside 


militia of 583 men. The arma- 


ment of the standing army is six 
iatling guos, which are stationed 
at the palace. 


"In the city of Honolulu the 


Jole Government claims 3000 ad- 
herents, and of these 3000 there 
are 1000 who fare friends of the 
Royalists, and put of tbe 120 men 
who make up the standing army 
we claim to have five men who are 
ready to do the bidding of the 
revolutionary party, and out of the 
militia we can command the ser- 
vices of fifty men. 


"The proposition is to capture 


he five steamers that ply between 
the islands and then approach Ho- 
nolulu and capture the revenue 
offices and bank of Bishop & Co., 
there being from $300,000 to $500,- 
000 in the revenue boxes and bank. 


"The proposition in regard to the 


Queen is to place her on the throne 
as a mere figurehead, the head of 
,he revolutionary party to be in 
control of affairs." 


" Rudolph Spreckels has planted 


1000 stand of arms to be used by 
;he revolutionists on the island of 
Maui," continued Morrow. "The 
Spreckels have little use for the 
Provisional Government, and they 
would furnish arms to the natives, 
except that the natives cannot use 
them, and to this fact I attribute 
the failure of the last uprising'. 


"In the party that is to leave 


bere there are three or four men 
who are acquainted with every inch 
of the islands. 
Among them are 


Volney Ashford, the head of the 
present affair in name. I eay in 
name because Ashford is partly 
blamed for the failure of the last 
affair. 
We have an attorney who 


is giving us advice, and who is to 
accompany the expedition. 
His 


name is Ashford." 


CONSUL WILDER TALKS. 


Consul-General Chas. T. Wilder 


was at Belvedere last Bight and 
could not be seen until 2 a.m. 
He 


said : " I am not surprised. I knew 
that something was in the wind. 
A prominent Honolulu merchant, 
Mr. Schaefer, who left for the isl- 
ands on tbe last steamer, said at 
the dock that he had reason to be- 
lieve that trouble would come to 
Hawaii in about three weeks, and 
that he was glad to get started 
back in time to bear arms for the 
defense of the country." 


Mr. Wilder will use all the re- 


sources at his command to follow 
up the details o! the great plot un- 
til he unearths the whole gang oi 
conspirators. ' 


The story is embellished with a 


picture of Rudolph Spreckels and 
a large map of Honolulu city and 
harbor, showing the points to be 
attacked by the filibusters.

EXECUTIVE POWER IN INSURRECTION. 


In the briefs of counsel in the 


habeas corpus case of Kulaniauaole, 
allusion was made to the celebrated 
Eyre case and tht. judgment of the 
highest British tribunal on the 
methods used iu buupressing insur- 
rection. 
On the breaking out of 


the negro insurrection, Governor 
Eyre proclaimed martial law, ap- 
pointed 
a military commission, 


which promptly tried, convicted 
and executed George Gordon and 
Samuel Clark, who had fomented 
the insurrection. One Phillips was 
aggrieved at the action of the Gov- 
ernor and brought suit against 
him. The Legislature of Jamaica 
had passed an indemnity act re- 
lieving the Governor from personal 
responsibility, and the question be- 
fore the high court of England was 
the juotire or constitutionality of 
this law

HUMANE societies throughout th 


United States are making a bar 
fight against the importation o 
balls from Mexico to be used in 
bull fights at the Atlanta exposi 
tion. 
President 
Ballou of thi 


American Humane Association has 
seat a protest to Secretary Carlisle 
closing his letter with the follow 
ing words: "Certainly, if yon ad 
mit the bulls, pending the decision 
of the President, I am of the 
opinion that you will be liable to 
impeachment at the next session 
of Congress under the statutes. 
Although there are plenty of Amer- 
icans who would flock to a bona 
fide Mexican bull fight, to have 
such a systematic slaughter to go 
on practically under government 
patronage is little less than an in 
suit to modern civilization. The 
advanced civilization upon which 
English - speaking 
nations pride 


themselves becomes a misnomer 
when the people have to stoop to 
the torture of dumb animals as a 
source of amusement. 


CONSIDERING the peaceful condi- 


tion of the community and the ap- 
parent disposition to cease from a 
continuous hammering against the 
inevitable results of the develop- 
ment of a representative govern- 
ment in this country, it becomes a 
matter of serious 
consideration 


whether the Government will not 
do well to hasten to carry into 
effect the lenient policy toward the 
political offenders now in prison, 
which was forecast by the pardons 
granted on the Fourth of Jaly. As 
was stated by this paper at that 
time the future action of the Gov- 
ernment must necessarily depend 
upon the attitude assumed by those 
who were first granted their free- 
dom by the Executive. We be- 
lieve leniency should be dealt out 
on a sliding scale in which the 
rank and file of the political offend- 
ers should receive consideration at 
the earliest possible moment. The

volved manifest violations of jus- 
tice, and deprived those who had 
suffered 
wrongs of their vested 


rights, and it conceded that such 
Laws might be made to cover acts 
of the most tyrannical arbitrary 
kind. But the court concluded 
that if the acts were honestly done 
in the suppression of an existing 
rebellion, and under the pressure of 
urgent necessity, they were justifi- 
able. 


The case of Eyre, it is .well 


Known, excited intense interest in 
England, and the philanthropists 
moved in a body against him and 
pronounced him a bloodthirsty 
;yrant. But the courts saw, and 
sensible Englishmen saw that the 
authority of the queen could not 
be maintained, if the power to put 
down insurrection was crippled in 
any way. In the summary execu- 
tion of Gordon, it was conceded 
that the Governor had acted hast- 
ily, had in fact lost his head, but 
the court and the English people 
did not fail to sustain him in spite 
of bis weakness. 


It was fortunate that the case of 


Kalanianaole was brought by Mr. 
Neumann, so thai the people of 
these islands might clearly under- 
stand the law of insurrection. 
Those who are interested in the 
matter, especially those who fom- 
ent trouble, and expect to escape 
through some technicality, may 
read the briefs of counsel and the 
opinion of the court with much 
edification and extreme profit. 


Mr. Thurston asks "Shall we 


have an 
Improvement Associa- 


tion ?" We believe that not one dis- 
senting voice would be heard if the 
association were brought into being 
and that public sentiment would 
be heartily in favor of the move. 
But it must be remembered that to 
make such an association a suc- 
cess, it must receive active approv- 
al and not a quiescent sanction 
lhat is ready to see the good work 
go on if some one else will perform 
the hard and sometimes thankless 
task of organizing and keeping the 
people 
interested. 
When 
Dr. 


Northrup was in the city, he urged 
upon the community the splendid 
work that might be done by such 
an association and gave an inter- 
esting history of what has been ac- 
complished in many cities and 
towns in the States. The leading 
light to act upon the suggestion 
and enlist the scattered forces of 
approbation in an organized move- 
ment were wanting and for the 
time being the matter was dropped. 
Since Mr. Thurston has again at- 
tempted to wake up the people to 
the subject, it surely should not be 
allowed to relapse into a theoreti- 
cal sleep in which nothing 
cal is accomplished.

OUR TRADE WITH JAPAN. 


Should the interpretation placed 


upon Mr. Armstrong'^ writings con-

PROTECT I^UBUO HEALTH. 


The ripple of town gossip caused 


by rumors of serious sickness at 
the 
quarantine 
elation, though 


somewhat dangerous on account of 
the difficulty of checking the mis- 
representation cfteu set afloat by 
wild rumors, may not be without 
its good results in arousing the 
community to p serious considera- 
tion of the strength of the protec- 
tive barrier against contagious dis- 
ease introduced from other coun- 
tries. The best regulated cities are 
prone to bank on the good fortune 
of the past as surety for future 
mercies, with the result that the 
door is closed after the horse has 
been stolen. While the necessity 
of a sewer system for Honolulu has 
been argued for a good many years, 
we find the opinion quite general 
that the country will wait till it 
suffers a serious epidemic before 
any thing definite will be done. This 
may or may not be, but wa trust 
the country may come to life on 
the subject before many years.

ably located, the physicians and 
ifficers are thoroughly competent 
and have the confidence of the 
ommunity, bat the equipment for j 
umigating passengers'effects and 
cargoes is, to say the least, not as 
good as it might be. While sul- 
phur fames may kill germs they 
'can also be depended upon to ruin 
clothing and a good portion of a 
cargo if it is made up of textile 
goods. The Board of Health has 
for eome time been considering the 
purchase of a modern fumigating 
apparatus with which not only 
clothing, but vessels and cargoes 
pan 
be 
thoroughly 
fumigated 


without damage. 
The purchase 


price of several thousand dollars 
has been the barrier in the way of 
carrying out the plan of the Board, 
but in matters of public health 
this country cannot afford to be 
"penny wise and pound foolish." 
With ships

tions is "The right of any one 
to deposit silver at a United 
States mint and have every 
371J4 grains pure silver, worth 
in its bullions form, 52 cents, 
stamped 'one dollar,' which 
dollar shall be a full legal 
tender at its face value in pay- 
ment of all debts and obliga- 
tions of all kinds both public 
and private, in the United 
States." 


The dishonesty of thus giv- 


ing a coin, which is worth 52 
cents, the legal debt paying 
value of one dollar does not 
need to be enlarged upon. 


From the foundation of the 


government of the United 
States, the effort was made to 
establish a coinage approxi- 
mating as closely as possible 
to the commercial ratio of the 
two metals. 


Both Hamilton and Jeffer- 


son urged the necessity of ad- 
hering to market ratio. Never 
until the modern sflverite came 
:o the front was it seriously 
jroposed to mint dollars with 
full debt paying power worth 
only half their face value. 


If the people of the United 


States feel that the prosperity 
of the nation, and any one sec- 
tion particularly, demands the 
coinage of two metals, let sil- 
ver and gold be placed on 
such a ratio that they can sub- 
sist on their merits.

A policy of insurance was issued to M., 
payable upon bis death, to " A , wife of 
M., if living, if not living to bis execu- 
tors, administrators or assigns." M. 
afterwards obtained in the Circuit 
Court a decree of divorce from A for 
her adultery. '.A. took exceptions to 
the decree, but did not get them certi- 
fied to the Supreme Court. Al. subse- 
quently died. Held, 


(1) In an action at law by the adminis- 
trator of M.'a estate on the policy, A. 
need not be made a party. 


(2) The decree of divorce was absolute and 
is still in effect. 


(3) Exceptions to the decree granting the 
divorce, so far as property rights were 
involved, might have been taken to and 
argued and determined id the Supreme 
Court, notwithstanding the death of 
the libellant. 


(4) The insurance, so far as the construc- 
tion of the policy ia concerned, is pay- 
able to A., notwithstanding the fact 
that she was not M. s wife at the time 
of his death, but 


(5) Hy Civ. Code. Sec. 1331. A.'s interest in 
the policy passed upon the divorce to 
M., to the administrator of whose 
estate the insurance is now payable 


OPINION 
OF THE COURT BT KREAB, J 


This is an action on a policy of in- 
surance issued by the defendant com- 
pany upon tbe life of Henri G. Mo- 
Grew for $5000 payable upon bis death, 
to "Alpbonsine McGrew, 
wife of 
Henri G. McGrew » » if living, if 
not living to bis, executors, adminis- 
trators or assigns." 
The company 
stands ready to pay the money but de- 
sires that it be first judicially deter- 
mined who is entitled to It—whether 
Alpbonsloe McGrew or the adminis- 
trator of the insured. Tbe doubt upon 
tbis point is occasioned by the fact 
that tbe insured prior to bis decease 
obtained a decree of divorce from his 
wife on tbe ground of adultery, the 
validity and effect of which decree are 
questioned. 


Tbe contract of insurance was en- 
tered into in tbe Hawaiian Islands; 
the policy is dated September 14, 1892; 
it was it-sued to Henri G. McGrew up- 
on bis application; be retained posses- 
sion of it and paid ail premiums upon 
it; he died October 22,1894; at tbe time 
of entering Into the contract and nmll 
bis death he was a subject and resi- 
dent of and domiciled in, tbese isl 
ande; J. O. Carter is tbe duly appoint- 
ed administrator bf bis estate; all con- 
ditions and requirements necessary to 
be performed or complied witb by the 
decedent or plaintiff nave been per- 
formed and complied with. 
Tbe case was 'tried in the Circuit 
Court, First Circuit, jury waived, up- 
on agreed facts, sod cornea here upon 
tbe following questions reserved by 
tbe Circuit Court on motion of both 
parties: 
1. Is Alpbonsine McGrew a neces- 
sary party to tbls case f 


2 Were H. G. McGrew and Alphon- 
sine McGrew divorced; and if so, is 
the decree of divorce still In effect ? 
3 Is the amount due on Heuri G. 
McGrew's insurance payable to J. O. 
Carter, administrator of tbe estate of 
H. G. Mcurew 1 
I irst, this ia not a suit in equity, as 


by bill of interpleader, but an action at 
law, and therefore) obviously, not only 
is it unnecessary, but it would be im- 
proper, to make Alphonslne McGrew 
a party. Thia ia practically conceded 
by tbe defendant. - 
Secondly, It appears by tbe agreed 


statement of facts iucludiog the record 
In tbe divorce case, wbicb ia ma<ie a 
part of tbe agreed statement, that on 
the 24th of August, 1894, an absolute 
decree of divorce from tbe bouds of 
matrimony was decreed by tbe Circuit 
Court, First Circuit, of the Hawaiian 
Islands, in favor of Henri G. McGrew 
against bis wife, Alphonslne McGrew, 
for adultery on her part; that on tbe 
27th of the eame month it was stipu- 
lated that it should not be incumbent 
upon libellee's counsel to present bis 
bill of exceptions until one week after 
be bad been furnished with a trans- 
script of the evidence; that on tbe 
24td of September following be waa 
furnished with such transcript; that 
on the lat of October following be filed 
a paper purporting to be a bill of ex- 
ceptions ; that on the next day libel- 
Ian t's counsel moved tbe Supreme 
Court to set the cause for hearing on 
the alleged bill of exceptions, but that 
libellee'a counsel objected on the 
ground that tbe bill bad not been 
signed or allowed by tbe Circuit Conrt, 
aud that the motion waa denied on 
that ground; that Henri G. McGrew 
died on tbe 22d of tbe same month; 
and that no bill of exceptions was ever 
allowed by tbe Circuit Court. 
Tbe statute CComp. L., p. 437} pro- 


vides that ID matters of divorce, "Any 
party aggrieved by any order or de- 
cision of tbe Circuit Court, may ex- 
cept thereto, and his exceptions shall 
be duly noted, and certified to the 
Supreme Conrt, and no order or 
decree 
for a 
divorce 
shall 
be 
made 
absolute 
until 
such 
ex- 
ceptions sball have been disposed of. 
Bald exceptions sball be argued and 
determined in tbe Supreme Conrt, 
sitting in banco, and if tbe Court in 
banco shall be of opinion that tbe 
order or decision excepted to in said 
Circuit Court was erroneous, they 
shall ao certify, and thereupon the 
case shall be heard anew." 


It ia argued to the first place that 


the decn-e of divorce never became 
bsoluie because tbe alleged excep 


lion" were never argued and determ- 
ned in the Supreme Court. 


The practice liere in divorce as In 


iiner law pases has usually be>-rj to

•Yii ar>-<ilute decree is mude at once,

If not 
exeepted to, It it) and reiualutt abso- 
lute. Thia bus been the construction 
placed upon the statute In practice 
aud ia in harmony with the more KBII- 
eral provisions and the 
practice 


thereunder, relatlug to exception In 
all law cases. Laws of 1892, Ch. >7, 
Sees. 72-78. 
The "exceptions" re- 


ferred to lii the statute are "exceptions 
allowed" or "certified to the Supreme 
Court." If they were merely excep- 
tions alleged to have been made by 
counsel, whether allowed or certified 
or not by tbe Court, and if no absolute 
decree could be made until such 
exceptions were 
argued 
and 
de- 


termined in the Supreme Court, it 
would be in the power of the party 
against whom a decree of divorce 
has been made to forever prevent the 
decree from becoming absolute by 
merely filing alleged exceptions, per- 
haps 
wholly 
"uneonformable 
to 


truth," and never following them up, 
or attempting to have them allowed 
or certified, but on the contrary re- 
sisting all endeavors on tbe part of 
the opposite party to have them dis- 
posed of. In tbis case it appears that 
no exceptions have ever been allowed 
or certified to the Supreme Court, and 
from all the circumstances, it would 
seom that the libellee had abandoned 
her intention, if she ever had «rjy, of 
getting any exceptions allowed if she 
could, and having them argued and 
determined in tbe Supreme Court. 


But it is further argued that the di- 


vorce case was abated by the death of 
Henri G. McGrew and that even if 
tbe libellee bad desired to take further 
action on her alleged exceptions, she 
could not have done so. It seems to 
us tbat if tbe libellee bad not for other 
reasons lost her right to take tbe case 
to the Supreme Court on exceptions, 
she might have done so even after tbe 
death of the libellant. Such seems to 
bo tbe current of authority as to de- 
crees granting divorces in ao far as 
property rights are involved. See 
Shafer v. Shafer, 30 Mich. 163; Dow- 
ner v. Howard, 44 Wis. 82; Wren v. 
Moss, 7 111. 72; Danforth v. Danforth, 
111 III. 236; Thomas v. Thomas,57 Md. 
504, referred to in 5 A.m. & Eog. Eoc. 
773; Wilson v. Wilson, 73 Mich. 620; 
Barney v. Barney, 14 la. 189; Kimball 
v. Kimball, 44 N. H. 122. 
Thirdly, assuming, then, tbat tbe 
parties were divorced, who is entitled 
to the insurance? It is argned that 
since it is payable to "Alpbonsine 
McGrew, wife of Henri G. McGrew," 
payment to her is conditioned upon 
her being his wife at tbe time of 
bis death, and tbat since a divorce 
had 
taken 
place 
she 
was 
not 
then his wife. No such condition 
can 
fairly 
be implied from tbe 


words of tbe policy. The insurance is 
payable to tbe persbn named "Alphon- 
eine McGrew," and the only condition 
annexed to tbe payment to her is tbat 
she sball be living at tbe time of tbe 
death of the insured. The words are 
"if living." 
The words "wife of 
Henri G. McGrew" are words merely 
of description, not of condition. What 
provision the insured might have 
made, had he contemplated tbe pos- 
sibility of a divorce is not for us to say 
or to give effect to. Tbe policy must 
be construed as it is. Tbat tbe word 
"wife" as here used is merely descrip- 
tive, and that the insurable interest of 
tbe beneficiary need not continue, or 
that there need not even be an insur- 
able interest in the first place, the in- 
surance having been effected by tbe 
insured and not by the beneficiary, 
see, Conn. &o., Co v. Scbaefer, 94 U. 
8. 457; Vivar v. Knights of Pythias, 
52 N. J. Eq. 455; McKee v. The Phoe- 
nix &c., Co. 28 Mo. 383; Overbeck v. 
Overbeck, 155 Pa St. 5. 
But it la provided by statute (Civ. 


Code, Sec. 1331) tbat "when a divorce 
is decreed for tbe adultery or other of- 
fenae amounting thereto, of the wife, 
tbe husband sball bold her personal 
estate for ever." By tbis statute, the 
interest of Alpbonsine McGrew under 
this policy passed upon tbe divorce to 
her husband, and tbe insurance is now 
payable to the administrator of his 
esta e. Tbe policy and her interest 
under it were personal estate, aud, tbe 
contract having been entered into in 
tbese Islands, tbe divorce having been 
granted here, and the parties having 
been domiciled here, tbe beneficiary 
must be determined by tbe laws of 
tbese islands. 


The first question reserved must be 
answered in tbe negative, tbe other 
two questions in the affirmative, and 
the case is remanded to tbe Circuit 
Court for such further proceedings as 
may be proper.

Lorrin A. Thurston Urges a Public 


Improvement Association. 


IIQPROVK GOLDEN OPPOKTUMTIES 


XSstnbllah Park Commission ami Arauiv 


Public Sentiment tor Public Good, 
gave tbe Beach Bond from Wash 
Houses—Assist in Improi luc the C'lty. 


MB. EDITOR:— As a tneaus of ascer- 


taining public sentiment upon the 
subject, I desire to suggest, tenta- 
tively, that the present is an appro- 
priate time for the organization of a 
Public Improvement Association iu 
Honolulu, 


Begardless of our political future, 


there seems to be little doubt but that 
we are upon the eve of a great devel- 
opment. A few years ago we had but 
one steamer line — the through line 
from Australia to San Francisco. Now 
we are connected by monthly steamers 
running from Honolulu direct to Van- 
couver, Victoria, Seattle, Portland, 
San Francisco, 
Japan, Hongkong, 


Samoa, Fiji, New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia, by sir different lines. The 
inauguration of a new line last 
month, from Portland via Honolulu, 
to Japan and China, with a cut of 50 
per cent, in first class passage rates 
and a still larger redaction in steerage 
rates, has scarce caused a ripple upon 
the 
surface of Honolulu public 


thought ; and yet this new line and 
the Canadian line now only a little 
over a year old, with the prospect of 
its speedy development into an eight- 
een knot service, are great steps In 
the development of Hawaii. They 
are forerunners of what is coming. It 
is a matter of moral certainty that 
with or without the Nlcaraguan 
canal, the day is close at hand when 
there will be direct steam communi- 
cation between San Diego and the 
Orient, and between Hilo and San 
Francisco, while the existing lines 
will have increased their speed, and 
with the opening of the canal an un- 
limited vista is opened to view. 


These are not the only signs of de- 
velopment. There are no surer in- 
dices to the state of business in a com- 
munity than the building trade and 
the real estate market. There is not 
a builder, carpenter or architect in 
town but has all the work be can 
attend to. Not even in the hey-day 
of the Keclprocity period of develop- 
ment did the lumber yards sell more 
lumber than they are selling today. 
The iron works is running over time 
and cannot get men enough to do Its 
work. 
The Record office recorded 


more transfers of real estate during 
May, June and July than during any 
previous months of its history. 


The coffee industry is developing 


with a rapidity greater than has at- 
tended the development of any other 
industry in this country. Five years 
ago there were but a tew self cared for 
patches. Today there are upwards of 
200 plantations being planted and cul- 
tivated in the most advanced methods. 
Under the impetus of the new land 
law, making land more available, and 
of the assured profitableness of th« 
industry which results are demon- 
strating, the increase of this industry 
during the next five years is going to 
be something beyond all precedent. 
The development of this one industry 
will alone give life to the.business sit- 
uation which will be acutely felt for 
years to come. 
What has all this lo do with a Pub- 


lic Improvement Association? 


It has this much to do with it: With 


all this bright prospect of business de- 
velopment; with the certainty of a 
constant increase of tourist travel, 
which means a steady stream of gold 
pouring Into the city if we will give 
them half a chance to spend it, Hono- 
lulu is not living up to her advan- 
tages, nor keeping abreast of the pro- 
gressive communities of the world. 
Just let me enumerate, for example, a 
very few of the points wherein we 
have great opportunities and are doing 
little or nothing. 


A PARK SYSTEM. 


1. With unrivaled opportunities for 


park development our efforts in that 
direction are limited to Emma Square 
—an ill-kept little back yard; Thomas 
Square, a thicket, invisible from the 
adjoining street for a greater distance 
than 100 feet; and Kapiolani Park, 
five miles from town, belonging to a 
private corporation, with its choicest 
portion appropriated to private uses. 


With bathing and water scenery 


unrivaled in the world, although Ho- 
nolulu has a frontage of nearly seven 
miles on the ?ca, there is not a spot on 
all 
that beautiful line of sea coast 
where a tourist can watch the marvel- 
ous combinations of coloring In sky 
and water, or a tired mother take her 
children to play In the sand, or where 
a picnic party can enjoy a bath and 
the sea breeze, without trespassing on 
private property or paying toll for the 
privilege. 
All this can be changed with tbf 


expenditure of but little money. Ho«° 
By the creation of a Park Commission, 
by the dedication to park purposes of 
the land on the east side of the mouth 
of the harbor, which belongs to the 
Government; by the development of 
the new beach road into a first-class 
driveway with a fringe of palms, 
grass and shrubs all the way to Wai- 
klki; by cleaning off the lantana from 
Punchbowl and planting a row of al- 
traroba trees alonR each Hide of the 
drive all the way to the top, .11. <1 de- 
voting thp interior of the rrater to 
park purpoMCM

Is not one man iu a thousand ol our 
own people who ever BO much as saw 
a hundred of them. 


An attempt was made to take 
exhibit of live flan to the Midwinter 
Fair which failed owing to the cold 
ness'of the water at San Francisco 
but it demonstrated the entire feasi 
bility of securing and caring for tropi- 
cal flan in captivity. At an expense 
of less than $50 eighty varieties of 
live fish were secured and kept in a 
healthy condition in boxes for more 
than a mouth. With a park at the 
mouth of the harbor, an aquarium 
could be made a feature thereof that 
could be made world famous at com- 
paratively small cost. 
How is It to be done ? By the organ 
izttl concentration of public sentiment 
in favor of it. There are numerous 
other matters of vital public Interest 
whioh simply require an aroused and 
continued publfo sentiment to remedy 
or to accomplish. Among these are 
our lack of market facilities. The 
disgraceful 
wash bouse nuisance 


which the Board of Health is con 
templating placing alongside of the 
new Beach drive, at a point where it 
will be the most conspicuous object 
upon entering the harbor; the lack of 
a sewer system; the absorption of the 
streets by telephone and electric 
wires to the total destruction of all 
shade over our sun blistered streets; 
the opening and widening of streets 
and extension of sidewalk improve- 
ments—all these and a dozen other 
similar objects invite a Public Senti- 
ment Association, not to usurp the 
functions of the Government and its 
officials, but to help them, and by 
non-partizan, united effort to create 
and u n I te public opinion in favor of the 
Deautification and progress of the city 
and the prosperity of all of its inhab- 
itants. 
Shall we have a Public Improve- 


ment Association ? 
I hope this may draw out an ex- 


pression of sentiment upon the sub- 
ject.

Gold Watches, Chains and Whiskey 


Found OB Bark Castle. 


Systematic Smuggling Gang Said to Have 


Been Unearthed—'Big Bnslneia In Free-

For some time <the customs au- 


thorities have been quietly working 
to unearth and capture a gang who 
have been systematically smug- 
gling liquors, watches, diamonds, 
etc.

One 
of the persons interested in the 
contraband trade, who is said to 
have had differencies with other 
members over division of the spoils, 
gave information concerning the 
operations of the gang. 


It is believed a lucrative trade 


has been built up by smugglers in 
watches and diamonds, fc, large 
number of precious stones-are said 
to have been brought 
into the 


country recently. 


In searching the bark S. N. Cas- 


tle yesterday afternoon customs 
guards fouutl four gold watches, 
seven gold watch chains and eight 
cases of whiskey concealed in the 
donkey engine room. The contra- 
band articles were taken to the 
custom house, appraised and stow- 
ed away. The goods did not ap- 
pear on the ship's manifest. A 
guard was placed on the bark and 
the search will be continued this 
morning. 
No opium was discov- 


ered. 


The customs officers have well 


denned suspicions against certain 
parties, and several arrests are like- 
ly to be made today in connection 
with the matter.

The baseball season of 1895 is fast 


drawing to a close—three more games 
remaining to be played. The Stars 
and Kams meet today, and if the 
former is successful, that club will in 
all probability win the championship, 
although there is a possibility that all 
the clubs may tie at the conclusion of 
the series. This can be accomplished 


26,1890, Geo. W. Smith, agent of A. G. 
Spaulding, notified the league that 
the cup had arrived, and <m the 29th 
of the same month was formally pre- 
sented by him, response being made 
by Bev W. B. Olson. Mr. Bmith 
was requested to write Mr. Spaulding 
asking that the league be allowed to 
hold Ih0 cup as a perpetual prize, 
according to the vote at the meeting 
on September 9, 1889. Later, the 
league was informed that the resolu- 
tion met with Mr. Spaulding's hearty 
approval." 


The championship of 1889 was won 


by the Stars, W. C. Wilder, Jr., cap- 
tain, together with the gold baseball 
presented by C. A. Brown. The gold 
nail is a highly prized memento and 
is now in the possession of Captain 
Wilder. In 1890 the Kamehamehas 
were successful, 
followed 
by 
the 


Honolulus In 1891. The Kameba- 
mebaa won the championship series 
of 1892 and 1893. On account of an 
unfortunate circumstance, which re- 
sulted in the wounding of one of the 
ball players by an outsider as a result 
of a wager on one of the games, fol- 
lowed by a contest resulting unsatis- 
factorily to the Kamehamehas, no 
award was made for the year 1894, al- 
though that club was far in the lead. 


Winners of the championship series 


have been recorded on the back of the 
cup in order. The trophy has been in 
the possession of the Baseball Associa- 
tion since presented and is now on

if the Kamehamehas win today's con- 
test and defeat the Unknowns next 
Saturday*, and the Unknowns defeat 
the Stars on the 31st, the final game 
of the season. Today's game should 
he very Interesting, as both clubs will 
undoubtedly play to win. The Stars 
have much the advantage, as Captain 
Mabuka and Crowell, two of the 
Kams best players are absent. Be- 
sides, Captain Ganzel and his players 
have one gamb to the good, and will 
endeavor to add another in order to 
carry off the pennant. 


Baseball has had a decided boom 


this year, and beyond a doubt more 
interest has been manifested in the 
outcome than In many years. Taken 
as a whole, the games played during 
the present season have been keenly 
contested, and in a measure free from 
disputes and contests. 
The officers of 
the Association have been untiring in 
their efforts to advance the sport. The 
attendance, too, has materially in- 
creased over former years, and from 
present indications baseball is on the 
popular wave. 
It will be recalled that on Novem- 


ber 25, 1888, A. G. Spaulding and his 
All-Americas arrived in Honolulu. 
The occasion was made memorable by

a grand Hawaiian, feast tendered the 
visitors. 
During Mr. Spaulding's 


visit he took great Interest in ball 
playing here, and with a highly com- 
mendable apirit offered to advance it 
by presenting the magnificent silver 
trophy which adorns this page. It 
was afterwards voted by the Honolulu 
league, and agree-1 to by Mr. Spauld- 
ing. that ttie prize should become 
perpetu 1. An t-xtract from the min- 
utes of a meeting of the Honolulu 
Baseball Association, held September 
9, 1889, Bays: "At a meeting of the 
league and at which the 
following 


clubs were represented, viz., Hono- 
Inlns, Star, Kalulanl, Hawaii and 
Kamehatneha, It was voted unaui 
mously that the cup presented by A. 
G. Spaulding be held as a perpetual 
championship prize. On November

Officers of the Association and pa- 


trons of baseball went to work In the 
early part of the present year and re- 
vived the game, much to the delight 
of the general public. Old scores were 
smoothed over and a league of four 
clubs organized. Later developments 
showed that more satisfactory results 
would follow a league of three clubs, 
and snch was fully organized and 
equipped—being composed of Stare, 
made up principally of last year's 
Crescents, with several new players, 
chief among them being John Ganzel, 
an ardent enthusiast of the game, who 
was made captain of the club; Un- 
knowns, with James Thompson as 
captain, of laat year's Hawaiis, and 
(in independent club composed of form- 
er students of Kamebameha school, 
under the name of Kamehameha Al- 
umni Association, moat of them being 
players with that club last season. 
The series opened on May 4th with a 
schedule of eighteen games. 


From the beginning good exhibi- 
tions of ball playing were given. The 
Kams easily took the lead in the first 
part of the series, but was soon reach- 
ed by the Unknowns, which club gain- 
ed steadily and held first place until 
last Saturday, when defeated by the 
Stars. 


A NEW INDUSTRY. 


Linting Machine in Operation at

pects to put twenty tons of cotton 
seed through the machine, separ- 
ating the lint—which will be sold 
as waste—and turning the peed 
into meal for fertilizer.

Only Two

Considerable 
interest was mani- 


fested over the contest—if the former 
students were successful there was a 
possibility of all the clubs standing 
equal at the conclusion of the series— 
and a large attendance, perhaps the 
largest of the season, witnessed the 
game. 
Clarence White and George Lucas 


acted as plate and field umpires 
Many of the decisions given by White 
were questionable alike to players 
and occupants of the grand stand—the 
latter showed their displeasure by a 
series of howls, hisses and unpleasant 
comments. The umpire showed ex- 
tremely good nature until the game 
was nearly concluded, when he got 
mad and wanted to quit, but very 
wisely concluded to continue at the 
instance of the respective captains.

The Kams worked bard and several 


times stood a good chance to score, but 
Hart's clever work in the box and 
able assist of the Star's field prevent- 
ed. Lemon pitched a strong game, 
but was not given the best of support. 
It seemed as if the Kams couldn't bit 
Hart, and the Stars found it extremely 
difficult to bat Lemon, who had se'ven 
strike outs to bis credit; while Hart 
had only four.
